Washington, July 18—(AP) — 


Manuscript experts of the Library 
of Congress worked in strict sec- 
recy today to complete prepara- 
tions for the. public opening of the 
White House papers of Abraham 
Lincoln one week from tomorrow. 


The papers were collected by 


Robert Todd Lincoln from his fa- 
ther's desk in the Executive Man- 
sion immediately after the assas- 
sination of the Civil War presi- 
dent. 


The 
son of the Emancipator 


deeded the papers to l.hc Library 
of Congress in 1323 with t.he stipu- 
lation they be "preserved 
from 


public inspection or private view 
until the expiration of 21 years 
from the date of my death.1' 


Robert T. Lincoln died July 26. 


1926. A few months before his 
death he modified the condition 
of his gift "to give the librarian 
of the Library of Congres author- 
ity to have made a complete index 
to the end that their safety may 
be preserved against the time they 
shall be opened to the. public." 


The openine of the document." 


will climax speculation as to why 
the younger Lincoln wanted them 
kept secret so long.

Monterey, 
Calif., 
July 18 — 


(AP)— A journalistic career that 
began on an up-state New York 
weekly and grew to international 
atature ended with the death of 
Samuel G. Blythe, 79. last night. 


The former editor of Cosmopol- 


itan Magazine and political writ- 
er for the Saturday Evening Post 
and the old New York World died 
at his home on Pebble Beach, af- 
ter a long illness. 


Funeral services for the journ- 


alist and writer, who knew every 
president from Grover Cleveland 
to Franklin D. Roosevelt, will be. 
held Saturday at nearby Pacific 
Grove. 


Blythe not only wrote news; 


sometimes he helped to make it. 


That was notably true in 1915 


when he and four other occiden- 
tals in Peking collaborated with 
the 
Chinese 
government 
in 


framing a rejection 
of Japan's 


famous twenty-one demands for 
a stronger hold on Manchuria. 
>• The rejection 
influenced ' the 


course of the history in the far 
east and Japan did not get a real 
start in China until nearly twenty 
years later. 


He also made journalistic his- 


toz-y when he obtained an evclu- 
»ive interview 
with 
Woodrow 


Wilson, one of the few, up to that 
time, in which a President of the 
United States permitted the di- 
rect quotation of his remarks. 


"Huerta must go!" was 
the 


theme of the interview. , Soon 
thereafter 
Victoriano 
Huerta, 


President of Mexico, who had in- 
curred the displeasure of the Unit- 
ed States, resigned. 


President Warren G. Harding, 


stricken ill in San Francisco, died 
while listening to the reading of 
a Sam Blythe article. Mrs. Har- 
ding was reading it—"A Calm Re- 
view of a Calm Man"—one of the 
fey sympathetic commentaries on 
the Harding administration. The 
President remarked: 


"That is good; read some more." 
Mrs. Harding started to read 


again but the President suddenly 
became inert; he was dead when 
the doctors arrived. 


Lived Close To News 


For more than 40 years he lived 


about as close to the world's big- 
gest news as it was possible for 
any one person to get. 


He probably knew more men 


of affairs than any other news- 
paper man of his time. To some 
of them he also was friend and 
confidante. 


He traveled widely. When the 


world war broke out he was en- 
route to Russia. Barred from en- 
tering he returned to America 
and .sailed for the Orient. There 
he learned Japan was attempting 
to scuttle a treaty with China. 
When the famous 
"twenty-one" 


demands" were received he helped 
draft their rejection with the aid 
of William H. Donald, an Austral- 
ian; Roy Anderson, 
son of an 


American missionary; John Fer- 
guson, American publisher, 
and 


Paul S. Rensich, 
then United 


States Ambassador to China. 


Again in China m 1917, he was 


instrumental with 
members of 


this same group in aligning China 
with the allied cause in the world 
war.

Ohio in an unforgettable debate 
over charges that negro United 
States army troops had misbe- 
haved at Brownsville, Texas. 


"T. R." was threatening dis- 


honorable discharge for the en- 
tire contingent of soldiers and 
Foraker was opposed. The dinner 
developed into an exciting free- 
for-all debate, with distinguished 
guests standing in their chairs to 
shout their views. 


Among those who spoke 
were 


William Howard Taft, and "Un- 
cle Joe" Cannon. Interested lis- 
teners included J. P. Morgan, Sr., 
E. H. Harriman, Thomas F. Ryan, 
H. H. Rogers and other financiers. 
What was said in that 
historic 


debate never was officially re- 
corded because of the traditional 
Gridiron club rule that "no re- 
porters are present." 


His career began in Geneseo, 


N. Y., where he was born May 
19, 1S68. His father, Samuel H. 
Blythe, edited one of Geneseo's 
two weekly papers. Young Sam 
helped in the print shop and be- 
came the local agent for the near- 
by. Rochester 
Democrat 
and 


Chronicle. 


Reporter At 18 


At 18 he was a reporter on the 


Rochester paper at $10 a week. 
As he went to work he lugg'ed in, 
to the astonishment of the staff, a 
cumbersome looking typewrited. 
He wrote his copy on it, and was 
one of the first newspaper men 
to use the typewriter. 


Within a year he and another 


youth bought a moribund news- 
paper in Michigan. Their publish- 
ing- 
career 
was 
short. Blythe 


walked most of the way back to 
New York state rather than to 
ask his family for aid. 


He worked on various newspa- 


pers until 1893 when he- became 
managing editor of the 
Buffalo 


Express. Four years later he went 
to the Courier-Enquirer as editor- 
in-chief. He became 
editor 
of 


Cosmopolitan Magazine and then 
he joined 
the old 
New York 


World, becoming head 
of 
its 


Washington bureau. 


From time to time he wrote bits 


of satire on current topics and 
sent them along with the rest of 
the Washington news grist. The 
editors usually tossed thes into 
the waste basket, but one day one 
of them appeared in its columns. 
Immediately Blythe received 
a 


message from Joseph Pulitzer, the 
publisher, increasing his 
salary 


and ordering these articles as a 
daily feature. 


Magazine Writer 


Soon the World's editorial page 


was opened to Blythe and 
his 


work there attracted the attention 
of George Horace Lorimer, editor 
of the Saturday Evening Post. 


He joined the Post staff in 1907 


and wrote copiously. Every week

Need for "Loyalty" 
Board Seen by Rees 


Washington, July 18 —(AP)—- 


Rep. 
Rees (R-Kas) said today a 


nine-month survey indicating that 
some 1,200 persons have been forc- 
ed off federal payrolls as disloyal 
shows a "pressing need" for en- 
actment of his bill to set up a 
screening system for government 
workers. 


The resport by the Civil Service 


Commission said that 241 employes 
—190 in the "war department—are 
known to have been found "inelig- 
ible for loyalty reasons" during 
the nine months ending last April 
1. It estimated that complete fig- 
ures may boost the total by as 
much as 1,000. 


The report was made public by 


the house civil service committee, 
of which Rees is chairman. 


The Kansan said he will call it 


to the attention of the senate civ- 
il sen-ice committee when he ap- 
pears at a hearing- next Tuesday 
in support of his screening bill, 
which already 
has passed the 


house, 319 to 61. 


The Rees measure would require 


the Civil Service Commission to 
investigate all employes and ap- 
plicants for work in executive de- 
partments. "Derogatory informa- 
tion" would be passed on to the 
FBI for a further check and a re- 
port to a board of five appointed 
by the president.

Decision on the DPs 


President Truman once again 


has appealed to 
Congress 
for 


legislation 
which 
would permit 


some of Europe's displaced per- 
sons to come to this country. There 
are, according to 
Mr. Truman 


nearly a million homeless people 
existing in European camps. They 
survived the persecutions of one 
type of totalitarianism, and now 
refuse to go home and live under 
another type. 


There are many members of | 


Congress who share these displac-! 
ed persons' dislike of commuism. 
Yet, oddly enough, much of the 
opposition to the DPs' admittance 
is found among- the strongest con- 
gressional anti-Cpmmunistj. - 


The argument is that the Unit- 


ed States today is overcrowded and 
underemployed. 
European 
refu- 


gees, it is said, would take the 
homes and jobs that rightly be- 
long to veterans. It is also said 
that there might be subversive ele- 
ments among them—thought it is 
hard to understand why European 
opponents of nazism and commu- 
nism should be feared in this coun- 
try. 


Let us look at these arguments 


again. There are a million Euro- 
pean DPs, or about 2.5 per cent 
of our population. But this coun- 
try ia not asked to take all of 
them. The bill most likely to be 
considered calls for admitting 10,- 
000" a year for four years. A hund- 
red thousand persons are about 
•even-hundreths of one per cent 
of our population.

aeriously think that such an in- 
crease would work a hardship up- 
on the American people?

H Congress should decide to al- 


low their admittance, vthe displac- 
ed persons would have to pass the 
regular immigration examinations, 
a* Mr. Truman jointed out. They 
would '- be screened to 
eliminate 


those who had criminal records, 


, those who were likely to become 
public, charge*, and other unde- 
sirables, including—let the fearful 
legislators take heart — those 
-with records of subversive activi- 
ties or sympathies. 


Many of these Europeans who 


* want to come here have relatives 


or friends in America. All have 
fellow-countrymen. They are peo- 
ple, as the President said, with a 
wide variety of professions, crafts 
and skills. On the basis of our 
past history, they would be more 
likely to enhance than to injure 
our national life.

The long overdue bill unifying 
the army, navy and air corps has 
been set up for enactment. The 
navy first negotiated assurance 
that its appropriations and activi- 
ties will be rather ful! continued, 
ence the bill will not save much 
money. National defense appro- 
priations for this fiscal year will 
run nearly $10,000,000,000. Even 
military men are beginning to be- 
come wary of themselves spending 
so much. State Secretary Mar- 
shall has pointed out soldiers or- 
dinarily have not had much bus- 
iness experience, and should de- 
vote some effort to reducing their 
costs. Possible 
a better 
guard 


against insane attack might be 
erected for a few hundred million 
rather than all those billions, cer- 
tain congressmen have been mut- 
tering. 


But the unification, which will 


eliminate some duplication, 
is 


being pushed forward finally now 
by the Republicans in a mild form 
agreeable to the

war (Eisenhower and is'imitz, for 
instance.) It is a loose unifica- 
tion, but you will soon be calling 
the martial departments by their 
new name "National Defense Es- 
tablishment."

Gurney's armed services commit- 
tee says "the world is entering an 
era in which war, if it comes, will 
be fought at speeds and accom- 
panied by devastations that stag- 
ger the imagination".

The military men with whom I 


talk, seem to think the threat now, 
at this stage of developments, im- 
plies a Russian chance to create 
some limited chaos in this coun- 
try by sudden missile attack, ac- 
companied by domestic communist 
uprisings, but suggests that inva- 
sion would be out of the question. 
They see a threat of terror against 
UK, maybe, but no possibility of 
conquest. They think public awak- 
ening to this threat may have been

The gas- 
oline problem alone would create 
a deterrent which

hardly be expected to meet with 
existing supplies. 


Such an attack would necessar- 


ily foil if 't even gave time for 
successful counter attack. Missile- 
launching areas would be subject 
to airplane and missile destruction. 
Russian oil is limited and vul- 
nerable. Defensive services have 
explored possibilities of creating 
an airscreen north of us in Canada 
lo blunt the effectiveness of mis- 
sile flights, throwing them 
off 


mark or destroying 
them. 
The 


whole attack would require catas- 
trophic destruction of such sxvift, 
devastating scope as to raise sound 
questions about when, if ever, the 
Russians would be capableof it. 


On the other hand the Russians, 


far from being isolated militarily 
behind an iron curtain, are weak 
and openly susceptible to counter- 
attack. A factual expose of their 
unnoticed and unadvertised condi- 
tion will be carried in a subsequent 
column, showing their iron curtain 
to be tissue paper from their de- 
fense standpoint.

lines in Buffalo, Louisville and 
Chicago. 


Assembly lines in Detroit will

Union heads called a Sunday 


meeting of Ford foremen to con- 
sider a new walkout and announc- 
ed they would file with the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board an 
unfair practices charge against 
the company. 


Ford, reporting the firings yes- 


terday, accused the 32 foremen 
of "participating in gangster ter- 
roism" during the 47-day walkout, 
and said the discharges were made 
after a thorough investigation.

disappointing club in the National league, perhaps in the

"The Wrigleys are 'a poor little rich club going- nowhere in a 


hurry."At home they play under ideal conditions in a model park .with 
games starting at 1:30 p.m. When only one contest is scheduled, the 
hired help is frequently on its way downtown by 3:"30. There is no 
night baseball on the north side. 


"With the Wrigley millions behind them there is no financial 


(problems and the front office doesn't hesitate to pay top money for 
a bright prospect or any athlete who may help and is obtainable. The 
$TO,000 to the Yankees for Hank Borowy, for example. 


"Jim Gall'agher more recently has hesitated to trade within his 


own circuit, however, even wh'en he easily might have helped his side 
and himself. 
Deals with Brooklyn three years apart seem to have 


Mured the Cubs' president on this method of obtaining assistance. 
Both worked out well for the Dodgers. 


"The on» involving Billy Herman in early May of 1941 was more 


of a sale, although Infielder Johnny Hudson and Outfielder Charley 
Gilbert went to the lake front. Herman gave the Brooks the balance 
required to win their first pennant in 21 years.

"There Is something wrong in the Cubs organization. For 


one that has such an elaborate and attractive farm chain, it 
does not come up with enough good young players. 
"The fact that there was a blank period of development during 


the'*ar-is taken into consideration. Athletes who entered the armed 
forces are "back and the Cubs have too few capable ones. The Cubs 
were hurt less than most clubs by the war, as a matter of fact. This 
in no small measure accounted for their last pennant in 1945. They 
were making little headway before the war. 


"The scouting system may be at fault. Perhaps Gallagher's lor- 


agers don't see quite as well or travel as rapidly and as far as those 
of—say the Yankees, Brooks, Braves and Cardinals. 


"Chicago has too many old men in key spots. Outside of first 


base, the Cubs need an entire new infield. They have been badly in 
need of a shortstop for some years.

Visitors Flock to Arena to 


Hear 
Russian 


Say "No"

Lake Success, July IS —(AP) 


Soviet Russia's boy wonder of 


the diplomatic 
world, 
Andrei- 


Gronryko, is now the leading tour- 
ist attractition of the United Na- 
tions. 


What Grant's tomb is to River- 


side, what Coney 
island is 
to 


Brooklyn, what Frank Sinatra is 
to the bobby sox brigade — that 
is what this poker-faced Russian 
has become to visitors who flock 
to the verbae arena of the U. N. 
security -council. 


Many of them secretly come for 


the reason given by a middle- 
aged Long Island matron: 


"I just want to hear him say 


'Ko' ". 


They are a little dismayed to 


learn that when Gromyko says 
"no"! he may do it in a speech 
lasting longer than a banker's 
lunch. 


The other 10 delegates admire 


the tough dexterity of his mind, 
but they don't share the spectator 
enthusiasm for the positive way 
in which he delivers his nega- 
tives. 


He's Marathon Champ 


For Gromyko is the marathon 


champ in this respect. Only 10 
vetoes have been invoked so far 
in the security council. Gromyko 
invoked them all, France came in 
on one as an echo. 


The 39-year-old career diplomat, 


•who worked up from a farmboy to 
the post of spokesman for Russia 
here, is the youngest member of 
the security council. He is tall, 
powerfully built, and has black 
'hair. His dark eyes look small be- 
hind a large nose set in a face 
slightly too full for his forehead. 


"He's the caveman type dress- 


ed up, is the way une secretarial 
employe describes him. 


Gromyko is strongly neat in ap- 


pearance without the dapper Pol- 
ish of an Anthony Eden. His pres- 
ent role as the glamor lad of the 
international briefcase and um- 
brella set — 5,000 people applied 
for one of the 514 chamber seats 
to hear him speak recently — has 
somewhat relaxed his natural tac- 
iturnity.

usually obliges visitors who want 
his autograph, and he spends more 
time in the morning in the dele- 
gate's lounge.
